removed choice early stamps 
from covers to place them in their 
albums. 

Fortunate indeed is our hobby 
that Henry €. Gibson kept such 
prize and appreciate them to such 
an extent that he devoted his phil- 
stamps on cover and learned to 
atelic career to amassing a collec. 
tion of covers which is one of the 
finest cover collections ever gotten 
together. It is filled with covers 
that bring thrill after thrill at 
their sight, even at-sight of a pic- 
ture of the cover for who would 
not be thrilled to see superb strips 
of five or six of both the 5c and 
10c 1847 on cover. 

This great collection is to be 
sold at auction about the middle 
of June. The sale will be con- 
ducted by Philip H. Ward Jr., of 
Philadelphia. It will be held be- 
fore the Collectors Club in New 
York and will doubtless set new 
high records for prices. 

It would take a volume to de- 
scribe and list the superb items 
that are in this magnificent col- 
lection and we can only refer to 
a scattered few covering all per- 
iods from the earliest days of 
postage stamps up to the very re- 
cent years. 

Four outstanding 1847 covers 
are the strip of six of the 10c with 
sheet margin and tied to a small 
neat cover addressed to France, 
then the equally superb strip of 
five of the 5c value tied to a small 
cover to England along with a 3d 
Canada Beaver with a bright red 
foreign postmark tying both items 
together and to the cover. Ano- 
ther cover to Belgium, the 35c 
rate in those days has a strip of 
thrée of the 10c and a single 5c 
all tied to the cover while a sim- 
ilar rate to Germany is paid with 
a single 10c stamps and a strip of 
five of the 5c value. 

The collection includes copies 
of the 1847 issue used from Can- 
ada, also used abroad by steam- 
ship and steamboat. The 5c New 
York in a strip of four is another 
cover of much interest. 

The 1851 issue is a beautiful lot 
of material with many pairs, 
strips and blocks of the desirable 
5c value, also the same stamp 
used in many combinations with 
other values. 

A beautiful 90c of the 1857 issue 
on cover to China is one of the 
outstanding items of this date. A 
choice lot of 1861 includihg sev- 
eral 90c values, also some superb 
grilled issues and of the 1869 is- 
sue almost 200 covers are shown 
to display this popular set. There 
is a 24c used with a 10c to Spain, 
a 3c, 15c and 24c used from one 
point in Japan to another; several 
30c including a pair used with a 
6c as well as a copy used on a 
forwarded cover showing a French 
stamp in combination. _ ‘

New Telegraph Stamp 
Another Quickie For 
First Day May 24th 


Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced last night 
approval of a new postage 
stamp, in recognition of the 
contribution which electrical 
communications have made to 
the war effort, to supplement 
similar stamps heretofore made 
available. 

The. new stamp will be in the 
3c denomination, and will be is- 
sued on the 100th anniversary 
of the first message transmit- 
ted by telegraph. This message 
consisting of the words, ““What 
Hath God Wrought,” which will 
appear in the central design of 
the stamp, was sent by electrical 
transmission from the Old Su- 
preme Court Room of the Unit- 
ed States Capital on May 24, 
1844, to Baltimore, Maryland. 
The stamp will be first placed 
on sale at Washington, D. C. 
on May 24, 1944, and stamp 
collectors desiring cancellations 
on that date may send not more 
than 10 addressed envelopes to 
the Postmaster, Washington 13, 
D. C., with remittance to cover 
cost of the stamps to be affixed. 
Other details regarding the new 
stamp will be announced later.

trains began to run over the full 
line. 

We thus wonder why the date 
for first day issue has been put 
on the 10th of May. 

According to the “Standard- 
Examiner” of Ogden, Utah, the 
original pair-ting from which the 
stamp is copied, hangs in the 
Union Pacific Railway Station 
at Ogden, Utah. This informa- 
tion comes from Mr. H. J. Carl- 
ser who edits a stamp column on 
this newspaper. 

The history of this great un- 
dertaking is one of the most 
thrilling of early western days 
and doubtless much of it will be 
told on the Radio in the coming 
days before this great anniver- 
sary date. 

One of the great engineering 
problems of America is brought 
to mind at this time. The ori- 
ginal line of this. railroad .was 
around the Great Salt Lake. In 
later years, the line was run 
directly across the lake on a 
causeway built for that purpose.

At the foot of this label is an 
announcement concerning week- 
ly radio broadcasts sponsored by 
the Union Pacific. The program 
is called “Your America”. It is 
on the NBC network every Sat- 
urday at 5 p. m. eastern time, 
4 p. m. central time, 3 p. m. 
mountain time and 2 p. m. Paci- 
fic time. Look for it in your 
papers for with the many chang- 
es of time in various parts of the 
country, these hours may be con- 
fusing. No doubt the story of 
this junction of two great rail- 
roads will be featured on this 
program. 

It is interesting to note that 
the old original Central Pacific 
Railway which headed west from 
Omaha has since been changed 
in name to the Southern Paci- 
fic which connects with the 
Union Pacific and goes on the 
west coast. 

The illustration on this page 
shows the original line which 
started at Lucin and ran’ up 
north and around the lake but 
now crosses the lake on what is 
known as the Lucin Causeway.
